Israeli Withdrawal 
Primarily, he said, Cairo agreed 
to the initiative because it aimed 
at implementation of the United 
Nations Security Council resolution 
of Nov. 22, 1967, which called for 
an Israeli withdrawal from the oc- 
cupied lands, as a settlement for 
Palestinian refugees. 

The key to a peaceful solution 
of the Arab- Israeli conflict, Mr. 
Heykal said, is the Security Council 
resolution. But the United States, 
he charged, had been Ignoring the 
resolution until Mr. Rogers ad- 
vanced his Initiative. 

Until recent “important factors," 
he continued, the United States 
had been neglecting the Arab- 
Israeli crisis, accepting views held 
in Israel that ultimately the Arabs 
would weaken and submit to Is- 
raels terms. 

The “important factors" that 
changed this attitude in Washing- 
ton. he went on, were the failure 
of Israeli air attacks and commando 
raids to demoralize the Egyptians, 
the successful rebuilding of the 
Egyptian armed forces and, not 
least, the bolstering of Egyptian air 
defenses last winter by the Soviet 
Union. 

Not on Their Knees 
“If they did not fall to their 
knees in 1967," Mr. Heykal declared 
with a wave of his cigar, “they are 
not going to. do It now/’ 

As for the criticism of the cease- 
fire acceptance by Palestinian com- 
mandos. Mr. Heykal went on, this 
stemmed from a “misunderstand- 
ing” about Cairo's policies, which 
he attempted to overcome during 
recent meetings with members of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion's central committee. 

The cease-fire and mediation 
mission of Dr. Jarring do not affect 
the Palestinian commandos, Mr.

Iraq and Syria 
Firm Against 
Cease-Fire 

Egypt Denounced 
In Harsh Terms

BEIRUT, ABC. 12 (NTT).— Iraq 
denounced Egypt in unusually 
harsh terms today and Syria re- 
affirmed her doctrine that guer- 
rilla war was the “only right way” 
to put an end to the “Zionist and 

imperialist aggression against the 
Arabs.” 

The two declarations, in news- 
papers published in Damascus and 
Baghdad respectively/ were the 
clearest signs since die Middle 
East cease-fire began that the two 
Ba’athist regimes had not soften- 
ed their opposition to Egyptian 
and other efforts toward a peace- 
ful settlement. 

These attitudes are Important 
because Syria is a prime staging 
point for Arab guerrillas and Iraq 

has 12.000 troops massed in Jor- 
dan opposite Israel’s eastern front. 

The Iraqi statement was couch- 
ed as an editorial in A1 Tahwra, 
which speaks for the ruling, mili- 
tant iy leftist Ba'ath party. 

The editorial charged that the 
United Arab Republic was laying 
the groundwork to formally 
recognizing the state of Israel. It 
urged the Arab peoples to “foil this 
conspiracy." 

This charge is particularly in- 
flammatory to Arabs, who feel that 
Israel is an alien beachhead In 
their part of the world and there- 
fore has no right to exist. 

The Baghdad press also claimed 
the Egyptian government had 
timed Its acceptance of the Unit- 
ed States Middle East initiative 
to be made public when moat 
Egyptian students were off on 
vacation. 

Student dissldence has been a 
problem in the UAH. in recent 
years, and there has been specula- 
tion that Cairo's relatively con- 
ciliatory stand toward Israel might 
at some point provoke student dis- 
orders. 

Iraq's truculence toward Cairo 
was interpreted here as indicating 
that Soviet authorities had been 
unable to persuade the Baghdad 
regime to change Its policies. 

The Soviets have had long meet- 
ings in recent days with a high- 
level Iraqi delegation in Moscow. 
But the group headed by Sid am 
Eusseln Takrlti, the vice-chairman 
of Iraq's Revolutionary Council, 
returned to Iraq tonight. There 
was no sigh that its nine-day stay 
in the Soviet capital had led to 
any change in Baghdad's view 
that a peace settlement with Is- 
rael would be a betrayal of the 
Arab cause. 
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Soviet Visit

Official Soviet announcements 
never explained the purpose of the 
Iraqi visit, saying only that they 
discussed trade exc hang es.

Start of Talks Said to Await 
Only a Site Decision by Israel 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Aug. 12 
(UPD. — Only Israel was said today 
to be delaying the start of Middle 
East peace talks, which UN media- 
tor Guxrnar V. Jarring was reported 
to be eager to begin right away. 

Diplomatic sources said both the 
United Arab Republic and Jordan 
bad informed Mr. Jarring in the 
past two days that they wanted the 
talks to begin in New York and 
designated their UN ambassadors 
as negotiators. 

Israel so far had not provided 
a definite reply to Mr. Jarring’s 
question posed last Saturday as to 
tiie site, time and level of repre- 
sentation of the talks, the sources 
said. 

El-Zayyat Picked 
The sources said that Egypt's No. 2 
man at the UN — Abdullah el- 
Skian — Informed Mr. Jarring that 
Cairo wanted the talks to begin 
in New York and that its repre- 
sentative would be Its top UN rep- 
resentative, Ambassador Mohammed 
Hassan el-Zayyat. 

Jordanian Ambassador Muham- 
mad el-Farra called on Mr. 
Jarring yesterday to tell him that 
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he had been officially designated 
by his government to negotiate 
In the talks in New York. 

Mr. el-Zayyat left Cairo today 
en route to New York but Inter- 
rupted his trip in Italy and was 
hot expected to reach New York 
until Saturday. 

The sources said Mr.* Jarring 
would be able to announce the 
start of the talks “fairly soon" 
~ meaning probably late this 
week, depending on Israel’s final 
reply. 

The sources said Mr. Jarring was 
determined to push on without 
any unnecessary delay. Israel was 
reported to have expressed a 
preference for the talks to be held 
in Cyprus — Mr. Jarring's bead- 
quarters during his previous un- 
successful peace mission — and on a 
foreign ministers’ level. 

Arab Shift Possible 

The sources said if the talks 
show promise and a trend toward 
progress, the Arabs would be 
agreeable to shifting the talks to 
foreign ministers' level either here 
or in Cyprus. 

But the sources anticipated no 
real need to shift- the venue of 
the talks. They said after the 
opening phase of the talks, which 
may take- anywhere between one 
and four, weeks, that the foreign 
ministers of the parties directly 
concerned will have arrived in New 
York anyhow to attend the open- 
ing of the 25th General Assembly 
session Sept. 15.

$25,000 in Cash Paid h y Airline 
To Man on Street in Bomb Scare 

SEATTLE, Aug. 12 CAP) .—Western Airlines officials said a 
plane carrying 118 passengers and a crew of seven landed safely 
at Seattle-Tacama international airport last night after the airline 
paid 525,000 in cash in response to a telephone bomb threat. 

Howard Clifford, spokesman for the airline, said Western of- 
ficials in Anchorage, Alaska, received the call after Flight 722 
left Anchorage for Seattle. 

“A bank messenger made the payment on an Anchorage street,'* 
Mr. Clifford said. The airline and the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration Indicated that, the caller had demanded the money as his 
price for telling the airline how to keep a bomb aboard from 
going off. 

No bomb was found when the Boeing-720 landed, officials 
said. The FBI is investigating. The plane circled the Seattle 
airport for nearly an hour beyond its scheduled landing time. An 
FAA spokesman at the airport tower said the airliner crew spent 
most of the thpe discussing the situation with company officials. 

The airliner landed in an out-of-the-way area, where emer- 
gency crews were standing by. Passengers and crewmen were 
taken from the landing area by bus with no incidents, Mr. Clif- 
ford said.

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The Soviet-German Treaty 


On the first level, the non agression treaty 
between Russia and West Germany repre- 
sents a marvelous success of diplomacy. It 
has put together a number of seemingly 
Incompatible objectives: the German desire 
eventually to reunite the German nation 
while improving ties with the East and 
preserving old ties with the West, the Soviet 
desire to consolidate its East European buf- 
fers (Including East Germany) and at the 
same time to ingratiate the Western powers. 
Zt Is no surprise that the treaty written in 
Moscow contains a preamble and four articles 
and at least three other "diplomatic instru- 
ments." No less complex a document could 
accurately reflect the reality with which it 
deals. 

On a second level, the treaty represents— 
especially for Germany— an extremely de- 
manding exercise In alliance and domestic 
politics. Russia can live with or without a 
treaty: it' has no allies It must answer to 
and its leaders have no constituents at home 
to whom they must account. But Germany 
has both. As an important but still depen- 
dent member of the Western alliance, and 
one still not fully trusted by the other mem- 
bers, it has a responsibility to act inter- 
nationally in a way that will ease Its allies 9 
considerable anxieties about a resurgent 
nationalistic, opportunistic Germany. So far 
as outsiders can now judge, the Brandt gov- 
ernment has performed this task flawlessly. 
In particular, it has agreed not to ratify Its 
treaty with Moscow until appropriate pro- 
gress is made by the United States, Britain 
and France in their separate dealings with 
Russia over Berlin. In effect this gives the 
three allies a veto, Bonn agrees. 

Whether Chancellor Brandt’s diplomatic 


success will go down smoothly with his own 
public is more difficult to say. A great 
many Germans, and not just those among 
the political opposition, harbor deep reserva- 
tions about the rightness and heed of taking 
the steps necessary to conciliate the East; 
they would rather keep relying entirely on 
the West. It would not - be surprising to 
find some previous advocates of detente 
shrinking from it now that' it is measurably 
closer at hand. Since a split German policy ■ 
threatens not only the Brandt government's 
tenure but the West's equilibrium, it will be 
essential to watch closely how the ratifica- 
tion debate in Germany unfolds. 

What is involved in this seemingly for- 
malistic and gratuitous treaty, after all, is 
not merely some symbolic renunciation of 
the hates and hostilities of the last 30 or 
60 years— although that would be a great 
deal What Is involved is a momentous 
experiment In European and East-West af- 
fairs. Should Europe remain politically 
divided and should East and West continue 
to rely on their balance of power to keep 
the peace? Or should that division and 
balance yield to a new and more complicated 
relationship in which common Interests and 
mutual interdependence would be so strong 
that the peace might he kept by a multi-, 
lateral consensus, the way the peace is 
kept, say, within West Europe or South 
America? More than any other single event 
since the war, the Soviet -German nonag- 
gression treaty touches this immense ques- 
tion. It has taken two, of course, to give 
this partial and tentative answer, and the 
rest of the world owes great respect to 
Moscow and Bonn for what they have done.

Short Step Ahead in Greece. . . 


Greece's military regime announces that 
it will release 500 political prisoners, held 
since the 1967 conpi It will also restore 
passports to 500 political leaders, forbidden 
until now to leave the country. These moves 
are commendable, even if there was never 
a valid reason to detain or restrict many 
of these individuals in the first place. 

As often happens, however, the junta 
spokesman used the occasion of tills an- 
nouncement to make a ludicrous claim that 
the 1968 constitution was now “almost im- 
plemented*’ and that the martial law remain- 
ing in effect was “only a shadow.” In truth, 
the articles of the constitution guaranteeing 
civil liberties and free elections either have 


not been activated at all or have no effect 
because of the martial law. 

Greek journalists had been reminded a 
week earlier— by the same spokesman — how 
little any constitutional' guarantee of press 
freedom means under the colonels. George 
Georgalas warned them that the regime 
Intended a fresh crackdown on what it 
regards as inaccurate reporting, distortion 
and half-truths. 

“We want to change the ideas, mentality 
and the framework of the parties, people 
and the press,” he said on that occasion. 
A revealing summary, no doubt, of what the 
regime means when It promises “a healthy 
and modem democracy” for Greece. 


. . . Full Step Back in Portugal 


Many Portuguese hoped the recent death 
of Antonio de Oliveira Salazar would free 
his successor, Marcello Caetano, to lead 
Portugal into more liberal and enlightened 
policies at home and abroad. But Mario 
Soares, leader of the banned democratic 
socialist opposition, always doubted that 
Premier Caetano would use his escape from 
the Salazar shadow In such positive ways. 

Caetano unfortunately seems bent oh 
proving Soares right. The latter returned to 
Portugal to attend the funeral of his father 
— like himself an opposition democrat often 
Imprisoned for resisting Salazarian repres- 
sion — and was Immediately given an ultima- 
tum: leave the country In eight hours or 
face arrest without ball and probably long 
Imprisonment. 


The crime of Soares, jailed 12 times under 
the Salazar regime, is that he tells the truth, 
abroad as at home, about Portugal's policies, 
especially those In Africa. Even with that, 
he Is not a major threat to Caetano's gov- 
ernment, so his exile Is not only unjust 
but also unnecessary In the political context. 


Caetano began as premier in 1968 by 
allowing Soares to return from detention 
on the Portuguese island of Sao Tome and 
by abolishing Salazar's feared and hated 
political secret police. It Is dismaying that 
he has retrogressed from that hopeful start 
to the point where he cannot tolerate inside 
Portugal the honest dissent of men like 
Mario Soares.

The Bonn-Moscow Treaty 

The treaty establishes the ' comeback of 
West Germany among the independent 
actors of world politics. It also establishes 
the territorial status quo. . Jt is thus also 
a Soviet success. . - 

Why does the federal republic, or at least 
the Brandt government, feel a sentiment of 
■victory at the very moment when the diplo- 
mancy of Moscow reaches the objective it 
has been pursuing for 20 years or so? The 
diplomatic emancipation — certificate of 
honorability, to' use its own words — gives a 
first answer. Beyond these immediate 
satisfactions, the leaders in Bonn do expect 
that the Europe of peaceful coexistence will 
offer Germany a leading role and perhaps 
in the long run a chance of modifying what 
they temporarily have to suffer. . . 

MT. Pompidou did not commit a breach 
of Gaullist orthodoxy In welcoming the 
conclusion of the Moscow treaty. . .Neither 
the French government nor French public 
opinion should take umbrage over an agree- 
ment' Which .is an Important milestone on 
the way to cooperation and understanding. 

Yet it should be recalled that the Europe 
of Nations, from the Atlantic to the Urals, 
demands the dissolution of the two blocs 
and not of merely one of them or else the 
balance would be broken. But, since August, 


1968, and the military Intervention of the 
Warsaw Pact countries in Czechoslovakia, no 
one believes any longer in a disintegration 
of the Eastern bloc in the near future by 
the mere virtue of trade. No one thus wishes 
the federal republic to go as far as France 
Ln the quest of a policy of total independ- 
ence.

The divisions between the two power 
blocs ln Europe are so deep and have been 
so much intensified by the cold war that 
they are not going to be ended overnight. 
Restoring anything like normal relations 
between the countries on either side of the 
line is a matter of short and painful steps 
forward. The signature today of the Soviet- 
West German treaty renouncing the use of 
force is such a step forward and its im- 
portance is much greater than its simple 
provisions. 

Each new step is easier than the last, and 
this treaty, however little it may change the 
face of Europe in itself, makes a whole series 
of further steps forward possible. If they 
are taken it will be thanks to Mr. Willy 
Brandt and the West German federal gov- 
ernment, and all Europe will have reason 
to be grateful for it.

TTNI T ED NATIONS. N.Y.— The 
U soldiers have been dominating 
world events for the last few 
years, but the diplomats are stir- 
ring again. They are always in 
the awkward position of having to 
anticipate the future, to foresee 
the coming age, but they are be- 
ginning to think they «*.n at least 
talk about the world beyond the 
present wars. 

Their evidence for this is that 
even the West Germans and the 
Soviets are signing nonaggression 
pacts and talking about accepting 
life as it is for the time being, no 
matter how unsatisfactory.

Accordingly, the 25th anniver- 
sary of the UN, which falls next 
October, provides an excuse, if not 
a test, of this theory that we are 
passing from a time to fight to 
a time to talk— or as Presi d ent 
Nixon has phrased it, from an 
era of confrontation to an era of 
negotiation. 

While the generals have been 
the dominant force in recent 
years, the UN has seemed almost 
like an impotent mausoleum on 
the bank of the East River, but 
it may lave its uses now. What 
started as a rather melancholy 
commemorative 25th anniversary, 
to weep for lost causes, now pro- 
vides a chance to bring the world 
leaders together at a moment 
when, private talks may be help- 
ful and even significant. 

For example, both the UB. and 
the Soviet Union have reserved 
time for their leaders to address 
the General Assembly of the UN 
during this autumn's session, and 
if the- talks on arms control and 
the Middle East make progress 
between now and then, it is the 
hope of officials here that Presi- 
dent Nixon and Premier Kosygin 
will not only address the UN. but 
finally arrange their first private 
talk about major world problems. 


^WASHINGTON — In the 1950s, 
** the administration of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower developed a mili- 
tary doctrine that came to be 
known as “massive retaliation.” It 
was based on three assumptions: 
(A) That the Soviet Union and 
China were potential enemies; (B) 
That they could be “contained” or 
“deterred” with nuclear weapons; 
(C) That huge conventional armies 
were therefore unnecessary. 

In accordance with that doctrine, 
the UJ5. armed farces were cut 
bade from 3 million to 2.5 minion 
men between 1955 and 1960. The 
military budget leveled off at 
about $45 billion a year. We had, 
the Democrats complained then, 
“put all our eggs in the 
basket." 


It is uncertain where this .new 
strategy ultimately wlH , lead the 
Nixon administration. But the 
trends definitely are toward a very 
significant shrinkage in the size uf 
the American military-industrial 
complex. 

In the past 18 months the 
strength of the armed farces has 
been cut by about 300,000 men. A 
further cut of 150,000 men by next 
summer has been promised by De- 
fense Secretary Melvin Laird. Still . 
another reduction of 500,000 men 
by tlie summer of 1972 is contem- 
plated in planning papers now cir- 
culating in the Pentagon. 

If alt these troop reductions come 
to pass, UB. co n ventional farces 
24 months hence will be back to 
the levels at the late 2960a 


When John F. Kennedy became 
President, a new doctrine was born. 
It was called “flexible response.” 
It was based on the theory that 
the United States in the 1960s must 
be prepared to fight all kinds of 
wars, including guerrilla “wars of 
national liberation.” 


Another Adrantage 


Also, the UN anniversary has 
another advantage. Israel and 
the Arab states have agreed to 
a 90-day truce in their war. It 
Is hoped here that they will agree 
to discuss peace terms at the UN 
—partly because It is easy for 
negotiators to disappear Into hotel 
roams in New York and talk 
privately, and partly because -..it 
would be difficult for either Israel 
or the Arab states to break off • 
their talks here after 90 days and 

renew the shooting when the UN 
is celebrating the 25th anniversary 
of the world peace organization. . 

It Is clear that the. UN .does 
not have sufficient political power 
or moral force to compel the major 
nations to abide by its principles 
and make peace, but nevertheless, 
at the right time, and in certain 
convenient circumstances,- it can 
provide the excuse for serious, 
private diplomatic negotiations, 
and officials at the UN are now 
clearly trying to make /this as 
easy as they can. 

Invitations have gone out to the 
of All member nations to 
attend the anniversary, and while 


Accordingly, a substantial build- 
up of conventional farces began. 
The armed forces were enlarged 
by about 500,000 men between I960 
and 1965; another half-minion woe 
added in the last half of the decade. 
The ship construction program, was 
expanded. Thousands of heli- 
copters and new tactical aircraft 
were added to the inventories. Five 
new infantry divisions were creat- 
ed. By 1969, the defense budget 
had risen to more than $81 billion 
a year-* 

Today, a new military doctrine 
based on a “1 1/2 war strategy" is 
emerging. It strikes a compromise 
between “massive retaliation” and 
“flexible response.” It involves 
fewer men and less money than the 
doctrine of the 1960s and, presuma- 
bly, assumes that we will be in- 
volved in fewer wars. That seem- 
ed to be what President Nixon was 
telling Congress a few months ago 
In explaining what he was up. to: 


The social implications of this 
revisionism are substantial. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of jobs in de- 
fense-related industries already are 
being eliminated and that process 
probably will continue in the years 
just ahead. ■ - Defense spending, 
which has declined by about $10 
billion over the past two years, 
would continue to drop off to a 
level of perhaps $65 billion two 
years from now. 


A Great Irony 
* The draft would cease to be a 
major irritant in UJS. national life. 
An all-volunteer army would be a 
practical, if perhaps unwise, option 
for the Pentagon. The “reorder- 
ing of national priorities” which 
both the President anrii Laird have 
promised could be speeded up. Al- 
ready the defense budget has been 
reduced from about 10 percent to 
about 7 percent of the grass na- 
tional product and from 40 to about 
35 percent of overall federal out- 
lays. ' • 

For American liberals, there is 
great Irony in these past 10 years 
of military history, .as Richard 
Goodwin, one of. the riders of the 
New Left, *>«« noted. 


The .editorial on Pentagon 
streamlining * (IfTff "ifffig: ' 5) . just 
like all other B X fir rir.es in frustration 
of the past, begs the question. 
And I think I speak with a certain 
amount of authority, having spent 
a number of years at the working 
level and at staff level as a member 
of the procurement function, hav- 
ing seen it compromise the defense 
posture of the nation, and having 
challenged its powers— ao far, un- 
frultfuHy. 

The solution, like all solutions 
when they are finally discovered, 
has lata right before our eyes all 
the time. And it Is simple: take 
all procurement away from the 
Pentagon. . 

If this proposal were seriously, 
for a moment, c onsi d er ed, it would 
raise a . hue and a cry and set 
into motion the me chan i c s of con- 
trol to make an atom bomb explo- 
sion but a mild repercus- 

sion. And few would have it any 
different. There is simply just too 
much to be had from the system 
as It now stands for everyone. But 
when the story of the decline and 
fall of the American Republic is 
finally written, it will be seen how 
this concept of the military as the 
savior of capitalism brought about 
the modification. 

The first reaction, one that is 
self-supporting, to any such sug- 
gestion as this, is that It would 
be toying with national security; 
therefore, it is unthinkable. Noth- 
ing could be further from factual. 
Zt has been done in England, 
as organization — a civil organiza- 
tion — exists ln the United States 
in the General Services Administra- 
tion to bring such a transition 
about. 

When one stops to compute the 
evils that would be by

OPRING GREEK, WIs. *APj—

business?'’ asks a bewildered 
Mrs. Wiliam Wesley Peters. 

T don't understand this. I 
am a conservative, a convinced 
conservative, I think to be a 
wife is a good job. to have.

Relaxed and tanned Svetlana 
Alliluyeva, daughter of Stalin, 
has begun to settle without fuss 
Into what she calls “Just the 
nynai life , of a housewife" in 
rural Spring Green. The lush, 
rolling countryside around her 
new home reminds her of cen- 
tral Russia, she says. 

The quiet, sturdy - looking 
woman who walked Into the 
American Embassy in New 
Delhi, ' India, more than three 
years ago and asked for asylum 
in the United States is now the 
wife of William Wesley Peters, 
chief architect of the Frank 
Lloyd Wright Foundation. They 
were married April 7, just 20 
days after they met at Taliesin 
West, the Wright Foundation’s 
winter headquarters near Phoe- 
nix, Aria. 

Invited for 2 Weeks 

She had been Invited by Mr. 
Wright's widow, oigivanna, and 
his daughter . lovanna, who 
were intrigued by Svetlana’s 
book "Twenty Letters to a 
Friend," an account of her life 
In Russia under her father. It 
was written in 1963 and pub- 
lished after she came to this 
country in 1967. 

T bad been invited just for 
a two-week visit,” she said, “but 
things worked out differently.” 
The wedding was a simple 
Quaker ceremony, conducted by 
a U nitarian minister* 

After a trip to the Grand 
Canyon and the Rocky Moun- 
tains, the couple arrived here 
at Taliesin, headquarters far 
the architectural foundation, 
just two weeks ago. 

“She got so sick of the moun- 
tains," Mr. Peters recalled, “that 
when we got to the lush, green 
landscape of Wisconsin..." 
His wife finished fee sentence: 

“I felt peace of mind.” Svet- 
lana's second book, “Only One 
Year” told of her decision to 
flee Russia, her trip to the 
United States and her life in 
Princeton, VJ. 

She insists she has no plans 
to do any more writing. Two 
books were enough trouble," she | 
says. 

She ventured into the village 
of Spring Green for the first 
time last week, to do some 
shopping, and was unrecognized. 
She could probably pass for a 
market-going housewife almost

Avoids Interviews 

"Generally, I avoid inter- 
views,” ahe said, “because I 
think.

As the Peters stood up to go 
to dinner, she appeared serene 
and at ease, and far away, it 
would seem, from fee country 
of which she wrote in 1967: 

“My unforgettable, suffering 
Russia, wolves howl on your 
snow-covered plains, fee land 
is still prey to folly and desola- 
tion. and there is no end to fee 
rule of tire pharisees, to the 
power of the dead letter over 
fee living deed.”

A CYNICAL Polish Commu- 
nist once described to me 
the difference between capi- 
talism and" Communism. "Capi- 
talism,” he said, "is the ex- 
ploitation of man by man. But 
Communism is exactly the re- 
verse." 

The contributors to “China 
and Ourselves" would probably 
disagree — or at least would re- 
serve their Judgment about the 
Chinese version of Communism. 
From their otherwise disparate 
?nri unrelated essays there 
emerges a perception of the 
Chinese Communists as the 
possessors of a new religion 
and the creators of a new 
egalitarianism of potential 
worldwide significance. Mao's 
dream, we are told, is a society 
"in which egoism is destroyed 
and exploitation of man by 
man is ended." 

This book of "explorations 
and revisions” is both refresh- 
ing irrl jfatlng Billed &S the 
product of a new generation of 
younger China specialists, its 
viewpoint is neither uncritically 
Maoist nor conventionally anti- 
Maoist As the editors say, two 
factors seem to bind the ten 
contributors together (.four from 
the United States, six from 
other countries) : first, a taking 
for granted of Communist rule 
in China; and, second, a deep 
suspicion of the United States’ 
record In Asia as a result of 
the Vietnam war. Add to these 
the fact that this book emerged, 
in large part, from a World 
Student Christian Federation 
project, and you have the vol- 
ume’s rather mixed Intent: a 
replacement of cold-war blind- 
ers with sympathetic lenses in 
viewing the Chinese experiment, 
an iconoclastic re - investigation 
of Sino-American relations since 
Word War n, and an explora- 
tion of Maoism as both "China's 
incarnate religion" and a new 
breed of socialism that might, 
just might, "transform man 
himself.” 

What Is refreshing, then , fs 
the absence of cold-war cant 
and the application of surpris- 
ing insights from history, sociol- 
ogy. and even theology to the 
Chinese Communist revolution. 
The mix of radical and Chris- 
tian-socialist perspectives is 
hi g hl y provocative; there lurks 
in these pages a sense of Mao- 
ism as a judgment on the fall- 
ings of Christian, capitalist and 
Soviet Communist society. 

What is Irritating, and per- 
haps inevitable among these 
“children of Vietnam,” is a one- 
sidedness in the authors' views 
of both China and Ami»rica u 
The young remember Joe Mc- 
Carthy, Dulles, Chiang Kai- 
shek, and the Vietnam war. 
They tend to forget Stalinist 
totalitarian tan, the Korean in- 
vasion, and what seemed to be 
the mortal threat of monolithic 
Communism. The seemed-to- 
be^s of history, whether real or 
apparent, are a vital ingredient; 
men act on such perceptions, 
less out of malice, greed, or 
even, “imperialism" than out of 
genuine alarm. To scoff at— 
or neglect— the very real fears 
of 20 years ago from the van- 
tage point of the present is 
simply ahistoricaL

London Bridge Is Going Up 


By Charles Hiilinger 

T AKE HAVASU CITY. Ariz.— London 
L Bridge is going up. going up . . . my 
fair lady. 

•‘We'll have it back together again in 
J6 months." says Bob Beresford. a 
blond. 31-year-old British bridge designer. 
Mr. Beresford is believed to be the only 
person in history to reassemble a major 
bridge after it had been tom down. 

A former rugby player for Sheffield 
University in Yorkshire, he is supervising 
work on the world's biggest jigsaw puzzle. 
“We should have enough of the stones 
on the bridge to open it to traffic by next 
March.” he said. “Completion and of- 
ficial opening date is scheduled for 
October, 1971." 

Workers began putting London's famed 
antique back together last November in 
the middle of the Arizona desert. 10,000 
miles from the Thames. So far 70 percent 
of the stone facing of the 139-year-old 
London bridge — 7.000 pieces of granite 
each weighing from 150 pounds to 8 tons 
— has been shipped halfway around the 
world to Lake Havasu City. 

“The rest of the stones are still on old 
London Bridge." Mr. Beresford explained. 
“As the new London Bridge goes up in 
England, the old bridge comes down. 

"Traffic continues to move across the 
T ham es partly on old London Bridge, 
partly on the new bridge going up over 
there. It's the busiest bridge in England. 
You can't just shut it down.” He said 
a lane ar- a time is shut off. disassem bled, 
then the new bridge is built In its place. 

The old London Bridge— four 10-foot- 


wide lanes completed in 1831 — was con- 
demned because it was no longer wide 
enough to haudle modem traffic. 

If it hadn't been for Robert P. Mc- 
Culloch. developer of Lake Havasu City 
on the shores of the Colorado River, old 
London Bridge probably would have 
wound up in English graveyards. 
“Cemeteries were interested in buying 
the stone facing of the bridge.” said Mr. 
Beresford. “The pieces of granite would 
have made superb tombstones." 

But Mr. McCulloch, on learning the 
British government was patting the old 
bridge up for sale, submitted the winning 
bid of $2,460,000. It will cost another H 
million to put the bridge back together 
again. It isn't that Lake Havasu City is 
in desperate need of a bridge. In fact, a 
tributary of the Colorado is being created 
so the old London Bridge will have a 
river to span. 

A peninsula at Lake Havasu City now 
jutting into the Colorado will become a 
two-mile long, mile-wide inland when 
water flows through the river now being 
carved out for the bridge to cross. 

Not only Is Mr. McCulloch bringing the 
famed bridge to the desert but he is also 
going to recreate a part of old London 
as part of the bridge complex. There will 
be typical London shops, pubs and res- 
taurants — a British oasis in the middle 
of America's biggest sandpile. 

Granite stones of the old London 
Bridge are spread out on the Arizona 
desert in a holding area not far from 
where foundations and five concrete 
arches are being completed. Masons 
Norman Bear and Ed McCracken are just

beginning to face the arches with the 
first stones from the old bridge. 

Mr. Beresford has granite corbels, 
quoins, balusters and balustrades laid out 
in a sequence in the holding yard to 
make it easy for reassembly. Each stone 
is marked with four numbers, the first 
indicating which span, the second which 
row of stones and the next two numbers 
position in that row. 

“A few of the stones have gone astray 
en route and a few are badly decayed," 
the British bridge builder noted. “But 
we have 50 tons of rough granite from 
Inside the bridge to make necessary re- 
placements. So. there's no problem there. 

"A most unusual feature of this project 
is working in the dry,” he went on. “We’re 
going at this in the same manner as the 
Egyptians when they bunt the pyramids. 
They built giant ramps of sand up which 
slaves pulled stones. The Egyptians used 
sand for scaffolding. That’s exactly what 
we're doing." 

Bulldozers and earth movers gouged 
out the waterway for the old London 
Bridge. Then the bridge foundations 
were put in. Next, five giant mounds of 
sand were built up and curved at the 
top to form the contour of the undersides 
of the arches. The arches are being con- 
structed over the sand mounds. 

Stones are now being mortared into 
place by masons In specially designed 
steel frames to hold the huge granite 
pieces.
